WHEN GRANT DEFENDED LEE 

President Johnson in the beginning was 
very radical and was intent on the punisb- 
ment of the South rather than on the bet- 
-terment of the whole country. 

In this he was supported by many mem- 
bers of Congress who could not appreciate 
the larger view of Lincoln or of Gen. 
Grant. For Grant, too, was a man who 
believed that a fight is a fight and when 
it is over it is over. 

Johnson's attitude created many clashes. 
One day I happened to be in Washington 
stopping at the Willard Hotel (on the same 
site as the present New Willard.) Gen. 
Grant was sitting in the lobby. An ald 
rushed in and whispered something to bim. 

Hurriedly the general ran out, jumped on 
his horse and galloped away. In a little 
while he returned. I knew that something 
unusual must be in the air, so I went over 
to the War Department to get the, news 
from my cousin, James Hallowell, who was 
Stanton's secretary. 

Hallowell told me that a plan had been 
afoot to arrest Gen. Lee and that Gen. 
Grant, hearing of it, had gone at once to 


President Johnson and informed him that 
Lee had surrendered to him at Appomattox 
Courthouse and that he had there told Lee 
that he would not be distunbed at all, but 
was free to go abead and help reconstruct 
his country. 

And therefore, so Grant informed the 
President, the army was going to see that 
those terme were carried out, and int! 
mated that if he attempted to Lee 
he would find himself under arrest. That. 
I believe, was the last of Johnson's idea of 
arresting Lee.—({Arthur Briggs Farquhar 
in McClure’s Magazine.

The term tribol- 
uminescence ia but little under- 
stood: it is, however, that chemic- 
physical phenomenon whereby 
streaks of lightning are shown 
in the dark when certain minerals 
are scratched with steel, or rubbed 
together; certain varities of 
quartz give off such light. This 
quality of triboluminescence will 
probably be known within a year; 
it is present in the ether (light) 
surrounding what is known as the 
earth, and all things in the earth. 

Other minerals offered for tests 
were: Pyrite. (iron disulphide; ) , 
pyrrhotite (iron sulphide, known 
also as magnetic pyrite;) chalcopy- 
rite (iron-copper sulphide;) fah- 
lern; the low-grade tetrahedrite, 
mixed with mispickel (arsenide 
with bisulphide of iron) and equal 
to the so-called lenzite as a detec- 
tor.

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TO THE DELEGATES TO THE INTERNATIONAL ROTARY CONVENTION 
Los ANGELES, JUNE 5, 1922 , 


NLY a few years ago, in Chicago, a few lonely men met at various eating places for 
luncheon each day. The interchange of ideas became so valuable, and the friend- 
ships so strong, that the idea of forming a club was born, that other men in other 

lines of business and professions might share this privilege. Meetings were held 
at restaurants and hotel cafes, and in due time the child was christened Rotary, on ac- 
count of rotating from place to place. Then the news of the good fellowship of this Club 
spread, and No. 2 was started at San Francisco, No. 3 at Oakland, No. 4 at Seattle, and No. 
5 at Los Angeles. — 


From this modest beginning was formed the first National Association of Rotary Clubs in 
1910, and in 1912 the International Association. Today Rotary has one thousand one hun- 
dred and sixty clubs in twenty-five of the civilized countries of the world, with approximate- 
ly eighty thousand members.

ficulties. The choice of producer 
therefore fell on the United States. 
There was no question of price in- 
volved. The demand was for ma- 
terials regardless of price. The 
commercial world probably never 
faced such a situation before. No 
rules based on precedent could 
prevail. The market became a 
sellers’ market instead of a buy-. 
ers’ market. 

The merchant could choose 
which customers he would serve 
and could turn the other custo- 


was ly in accord with na- 
tural law that, all other things 
being considered, the business man 
with even a rudimentary con- 
science sold his goods to the man 
who would pay him the highest 
legitimate profit. 

A species of business hysteria 
ensued that was unparralleled in 
economic history so far as enor- 
mous volume of products and un- 
believable scale of prices are con- 
cerned. Everybody connected with 
business shared in this profit-mak- 
ing. Labor profited with capital. 


CREATES LABOR MARKET 


Then the United States entered 
the war. There was a slight check 
on -high prices as in the wave of 
patriotic fervor there appeared a 
sembiance of reason and a desire 
on the part of some business men 
to give the country a fair deal. 
But the entrance of the United 
States in the war also increased 
the volume of business in the 
United States. And it did an- 
other th‘ng. It withdrew, almost 
immediately, about 16 per cent of 
the management and labor ma- 
terial of the country from indus- 


try. 

It withdrew practically one- 
sixth of the entire available force 
of men who had been essential 
in the creation of this tremendous 


perative to increase the volume of 
the output. This created in the 
labor market the same condition 
that was created in the market for 
products by the breaking out of 
the war in Durepe Men were 
needed. No price was placed upon 
their services. They were able to 
name their own prices. The same 
conditions held here that held in 
the marketing of produce. Labor 
with a semblance of conscience 
sold its service for as great a 
legitimate profit as it could, and 
labor with no conscience nee charged 
all the traffic would bear. 


The war ended. The demand for 
the unusual amount of supplies 
— — at once. There was no 
gradual slacking off. The milis 
were working twenty-four-hour 
shifts when the customers for the 
product that was being poured in- 
to the warehouses vanished as 
though the earth had swallowed 
them up. But the mills kept 
right on turning out stuff that 
was made of raw materials bought 
at the very highest prices, many- 


been built and installed without the 
slightest regard for ordinary econ- 
omy and the machinery was oper- 
ated by labor which had been 
charging all the traffic would 
MILLIONS MADE IDLE 

That was the situation Jan, 1, 
1919. Almost immediately in 
every eceantry in Europe where in- 
dustry had been minus—where 
most things had come from the 
outside countries—millions of men 
who had not been working were 
thrown on the labor market. There 
was no labor for them. They had 
little or no money with which to 
buy necessities. Many pf them 
starved. Tue stoppage of the war 
was succeeded by a long period of 
suspense until an agreement could 
be reached on a treaty of peace 
as the basis upon which the com- 
merce of the various countries in- 


volved could start business on a 
| peace-time basis. Then came the 
period of taking stock to determine

The element of transportation 
which had been in favor of the 
United States turned net it. 
Neighboring states resumed a part 
of their indust tal activity at least. 
Being next doar it was more con- 
venient to buy from them than 
from the nation that was a long 
haul away. The prices demanded 
by the United States were still 
based on conditions that existed at 
the end of the war. The people 
here had profited. They still had 
much of the money they had made. 
And they continued to pay the 
prices. And because they contin- 
ued to pay the prices the business 
men demanded them—and got 
them. People had gotten out of 
tha habit of bargaining and they 
were slow to get wack to it. 

Into this situation back into the 
industrial field came the 16 per 
cent that had been withdrawn. 
This particular portion had not 
profited during the last year of the 
war and when it came back to in- 
crease the army of workers it ac- 
tually needed money. It was glad 
to get the high price that was be- 
ing paid for labor. But the manu- 
facturers hed watching 


slight degree at least, the reduc- 
tion of demand and did not hire 
new labor. 


AWAKENING COMES 

The awakening started about 
two years ago, and it, too, became 
a species of hysteria. Business 
that had been booming stopped 
suddenly. Manufacturing plants 
that had been working twenty- 
four-hour shifts, almost over night, 
closed down entirely. « 


The shelves of merchants were 
stocked with goods for which they 
had paid the highest prices. They 
felt that they. had to realize at 
least the cost of these. Most of 
them reckoned their profits in

a peculiar fact that while statis- 
tics of all other sorts are regarded 
as valueless when presented for a 

period of only one year, business 
feels that it must reckon its prof- 
its and continue or go out of the 
field on the basis of a single year’s 
showing. 

If the profits of. marchants were 
reckoned on a ten-year basis it 
would be found that the last ten- 


Then came another change. The 
sound manufactures, the mer- 
chants who were really business 
men started forward. This time 
they are going ahead slowly, bulld- 
ing gradually and on a substantia) 
basis. The slack has been taken 

up. The losses have been charged 
o The market is again a buyers’ 
market and for the first time in 
history merchants and manufactur- 
ers are realizing the value of serv- 
ice to the customer. The wise 
manufacturer long ago realized that 
he did not shift responsibilities for 
his goods when he sold them to 
the jobber. He was responsible 
to the jobber for their sale to the 
retailer. He knew more than that. 
He knew he was also responsible 
to the retailer for the entire length 
of time the goods he manufactured 


He knew that the legitimate prof- 
it on his product was reduced to 
exactly the same proportion to the 
length of time his goods remained 
unsold in the jobbers’ warehouse 
or on the retailers’ shelves.

OPENING SUBDIVISIONS 


Subdivision activities have con- 
tinued unabated, and new tracts 
are being operated in all parts of 
the city. The greatest center of this

section between Los Angeles and 
Pasadena. 

New subdivisions are being 
opened at the rate of approxi- 
mately two per day, and subdivid- 
ers a steady and growing de- 
mand - homesites.

APT DESCRIPTION 
Mrs. Murchey's own description 
of the activities of the house is 


perhaps the most concise and apt 
that could be phrased. She says: 

“The house is a school in the 
work of its teachers, a clubhouse 
in the social uses of its neighbors 
and a civic organization in the in- 
terests of the community.” 

The Americanization work of the 
house is not the least important, 
Mrs. Murchey has a concise sum- 
mary of her conception of Ameri- 
canization, too, which deserves ro- 
production. It follows: 

“Americanization is an entering 
into the spirit of our country; it 
teaches the duty of the host, not 
less than the duty of the newcom- 
er. It means giving the immigrant 
the best America has to offer and 
retaining for America the best in 
the immigrant. 

“Americanization means helping 
the foreigner to acquire an Amert- 
can standard of living and an 
American loyalty; it requires the 
assimilation and amalgamation of 
races diverse in equality into an 
integral part of American: national 
life. Americanization is the tnit- 
ing of new with native-born 
Americans in fuller common un- 
Gerstanding and appreciation to 
secure by means of self-govern- 
ment the highest welfare of all. 
Americanization means ‘to form a 
more perfect union, establish jus- 
tice, insure domestic tranquility, 
provide for the common defense, 
promote the general welfare and 
secure the blessings of Liberty.”

The clinics, medical, surgical 
and dental, which the Los An- 


geles Rotary Club supports at Com- 


munity Settlenent House, : 335 
Bauchet street, have grown de the 
dimensions and usefulness a 
small hospital. Settlement House 
has but three beds for patients, 
and in the nature of things is not 
equipped td render major hospital 
service, nor does it attempt to, but 
the clinics work through a surpris- 
ing grist and do a surprising 


The clinic service was organ- 
ized when Rotary took over the 
Settlement House three years ago. 
and put it on its feet. At the 
present time ig handling upward 
of 800 patients a month, from all 
parts of the city and in fact from 
all parts of Los Angeles county. 
Within the past month it has aided 
patients from Alhambra, El Monte, 
and other suburban points—not 
because these people could not 


have obtained the service nearer 


home, but because they did not 
know just where to go for it and 
did know of Community House, 
either from living in the neigh- 
borhood at one time or being told 
about it by friends. 

The clinics, indeed, deo much 
more than care for their imme- 
diate neighborhood. For instance, 
all of the medical and dental needs 
of the Lark Ellen Home for Boys. 
on San Fernando Road, are sup- 
plied by the Community House 
clinics, the patients being taken 
to and from the orphanage in the 
Settlement House automobile. 


STAFF OF PHYSICIANS . 
80 far, the medical and surgi- 


cal clinics are the most developed. 
The medical and surgical clinics 
are held every day from d am. 
to 12 noon, and take care of minor 
operations such as removal of ton- 
Ma and adenoids, as well as the 
usual run of d work in 
which medicines’are given those in 
need of them. Dr. William F. 
Traughber, and Dr. Harry Levin 
are the regulars of the clinics, as- 
sisted by a considerable staff of 
other physicians, who come at va- 
rious times. Eye work is taken 
care of by Dr. Thomas J. Ruddy, 
at his own office. Dr. Levin, though 
not himself a Rotarian, has given 
two days a week to the clinics for 
three years. Dr. Traughber gives 
one-sixth of his time to the 
medical needs of the Settlement 
House community. 

The dental clinic is headed by 
Dr. Richard H. Reithmuller, an au- 
thor of text-books on dentistry 
which have an Jnternational repu- 
tation. The dental clinics are held 
every Thursday and every Satur- 
day from 1 p.m. to 5 p.m., and are 
developing fast. There is noth- 
ing more important than dental 
clinics, in the view of the Ro- 
tarians, in keeping the general 
health of a community up to top 
notch, in view of the fact that so 
many diseases are now traced to 
defective and ulcerated teeth, and 
also because dental work among
